A Novel Invention. 

I "Land 0' Goshen," exclaimed an 
old colored man, "next t'ing we 
j know dey'll make us cullud folk 
I all white'!" 

[ This old darkey only expressed 
the sentiments of many of his fel- 
lows who have seen the results of 
a wonderful new invention which 
will mean so much to the colored 
race, and especially the proud and 
handsome feminine members of it. 
This machine is nothing but an in- 
strument for straightening out the 
kinks in a colored person's hair. 
There are hundreds and thousands 
of colored men and women who 
could not be told from aristocratic 
Cubans or South Americans if it 
were not for that kinky hair. 

Next to being turned white, the 
greatest wish of the average col- 
ored "pusson" is to get rid of the 
telltale, wiry, tightly curled locks. 
But this new machine will turn 
the tightest of rolls into locks as 
straight as those of an Indian. It 
has been on exhibition in Atlanta 
for the last few days, and a good 
many colored men and women 
have tried it. it seems to work 
perfectly, and there is consequent- 
ly great joy among the colored 
population. 

The machine has two parts- 
one a steel comb, and the other a 
brass cylinder. There are between 
50 and 60 teeth to. the comb, the 1 
ends of which arc rounded care- j 
fully so that they will not injure 1 
the scalp as they are pulled through I 
the hair. The comb is fastened to 1 
the cylinder, which, in turn, is [ 
filled with a heated brass rod. The , 
comb and the cylinder act like a ! 
pair of shears. The comb gathers 
up a mass of kinky hair, the hand 
presses the comb and cylinder to- I 
gether, when, lo, behind the pro- | 
gress of the machine is left not the !

Electricity. 

The application of electricity as 
the motive power of a newspaper 
press in such a manner that the 
speed can be regulated at any time 
has been demonstrated for the first 
[ time to be a complete success, and 
the other night part of the edition 
of one of Chicago's dailies was run 
off on a press driven and governed 
in the manner above stated. 

Mr. Iriving I. Stone, mechanical 
superintendent of the newspaper 
in question, has just perfected an 
electrical device by means of which 
the speed of a newspaper press can - 
be controlled and placed anywhere 
from 5 to 160 revolutions per min- 
ute. By a series of six pneumatic 
motor controllers, which are dis- 
tributed around the press in differ- 
ent locations, the operator can in- 
crease or decrease the speed of or 
stop the press entirely at will. 
There are also six automatic con- 
trollers throughout the press 
which, should -the paper break 
either before entering the press, 
on its way through or after enter- 
ing the folders, bring the press to 
an immediate stand-still. 

Mr. Stone has also added a de- 
vice for carrying the paper into 
the press, controlled by compress- 
ed air, by means of which a fresh 
roll of paper can be introduced in- 
to the press without the press com- 
ing to an absolute stop. 



California Pearls. 

The pearl fisheries of the gulf of 
California have been enormously 
valuable. In 1790 a large number 
of pearls were collected for a collar. 
This eventually came into the pos- 
session of the queen of Spain and is 
one of the most valuable of the 
crown jewels. A brown pearl 
worth $8,000, a black one yalued 
at $10,000 and an exquisitely 
lustrous one which was sold in 
Paris for nearly §6,000 have been 
taken from these beds. Black 
pearls are exceedingly popular in 
Europe, and nearly all of this sort 
that are found in California are 
sent over to the European market. 
The Mexican government controls 
the fisheries, and the business is 
put into the hands of a San Fran- 
cisco company. About 400 men 
are employed, and the oysters, 
after being lifted from the rocks, 
arc put into schooners and taken 
to a place where there are inspect- 
ors, under whose charge they are 
all opened. Pearl fishing is rather 
uncertain business, as one may 
open thousands of oysters without 
finding anything worth while. 
Again, in a few moments thou- 
sands of dollars may be realized. — 
New York Ledger.

A Word to the Tax Receiver 
and the Tax Payers. 

Ed. Nugget: 

The time is at hand when our 
worthy Tax Receiver will enter 
upon the work of receiving tax re- 
turns, and assessing the property 
of the people of the county. Our 
Tax Receiver has not only had 
some experience in the business, 
but he has been gently "touched 
up" by the grand jury in a few 
cases where he allowed returns to 
be made that were shockingly out 
of proportion to the true value of 
the property so given in. The 
people all over Georgia, in every 
county, are crying out against the 
evil of some people making false 
returns of their property, or fail- 
ing to give in (heir personal prop- 
erty, altogether. When this is 
done, as is too often the case, those 
who do make reasonable assess- 
ments on their property, have to 
make up for the others. Several 
lots of land in Lumpkin county, 
on which families live, and 
supported, arc given in at $10 and 
$25. The Tax Receiver ought not 
to allow this to be done. If all 
our people would give in their 
property at a fair value, our gen 
eral taxes would not be so high. It 
is the duty of the Tax Receiver to 
see that this is done.

The statute requires the 
value to be what it would bring in 
the market on the first day of 
March, or what would be a reason- 
able valuation, and the Receiver is 
not allowed to take such returns, 
but should correct them. A little 
watchfulness on the part of our 
Tax Receiver will bring Lumpkin 
county's taxes within due bounds. 
If the Tax Receivers had to make 
up for each under valuation the 
evil complained of would seldom) 
happen.

j The researches of Mr. J. V. 
J Brower of Minnesota at the head- 
waters of the Mississippi resulted 
several years ago in the final de- 
termination of the extreme sources 
of that river. During (he sum- 
mers of 1895 and 1896 Mr. Brower 
was engaged in similar explora- 
tions of the headwaters of the Mis- 
souri, and the complete results of 
his labors, together with an excel- j 
lent chart of the region on a scale i 
of one inch to the mile, are' made j 
public in the bulletin of the Amer, I 
ican Geographical society. Two 
government survey parties in 1872 
approached within a few miles east 
and west of the ultimate sources, 
but, Mr. Brower says, they did 
not explore Culver's canyon, 
through which the parent stream 
flows, and that stream has not here- 
tofore appeared on any map. 

It might be thought that, after 
reaching the district, it would be 
an easy matter to locate the foun- 
tain head of the river. It was, in 
fact, the work of weeks. To iden- 
tify the headwater branch of the 
Missouri it was necessary first to ' 
determine the relative importance 
of all the larger upper branches. 
This exploration was in progress 
for 22. days in 1895 before Mr, 
Brower was assured that the stream 
flowing through Culver's canyon 
into Red Rock creek, which, faiv 
ther, down, becomes known as 
Beaver Head river, Jefferson fork 
and the Missouri, was the ultimate 
source of the great river. He 
proved this to be true by making 
his way with much difficulty up the 
canyon, impeded at every step by 
ledges, declivities and fallen tim- 
ber, and he returned to make the 
careful survey of the whole district 
that has enabled him to produce 
this map of the towering moun- 
tains that hem in the infant Mis- 
souri and of the tributary streams 
that feed it. 

Among the excellent pictures 
which illustrate his narrative is one 
of the place where the Rocky 
mountains are about 8,000 feet 
above sea level. This crest forms 
the boundary between Idaho and 
Montana, and the river takes its 
rise just within the southern border 
of the latter state. The rivulet is 
only two feet wide and two inches 
deep, drawing its waters from the 
snowy uplifts that rise a little 
above it. These waters, starting 
for the gulf of Mexico, arc 4 221 
miles from it. They are 2,94:5 
miles from the mouth of the Mis- 
iri, which exceeds the distance 
of the head sources of the Missis- 
sippi from the gulf by 392 miles. 
There is every reason to believe 
that the stream starting from that 
mountain crest is the longest un- 
broken current of running water 
in the world. 

The position of the fountain head 
of the river is in 44 degrees 35 min- 
utes north latitude and 111 degrees 
38 minutes west longitude. Mr. 
Brower and his party are entitled 
to much credit for this excellent 
piece of geographical investigation, 
which involved the ascent of a 
number of the mountains under 
arctic conditions. The entire dis- 
trict was carefully explored, the 
boundary line between Idaho and 
Montana was traced along the creat 
of the mountains, and stone mon- 
uments were reared on the state 
line at various points. The high- 
est summits of the mountains In- 
closing the canyon through which 
the river flows are from 9,000 to 
12,500 feet above sea level. The 
chart gives a graphic idea of the 
hydrography and orography of 
the region and is one of the best 
specimens of map work that any 
geographical society in this coun 
try has produced.- -New York Sun

HOW TO MAZE GRAFTING WAX 



Question.— Please give me some idoi 
about planting and cultivating onions 
celery aud sweet potatoos. 

Answer. -Onions do best on a light 
loamy soil, which must be deeply 
broken, thoroughly pulverized and 
highly manured. They thrive on land 
filled with humus, aud therefore re ten- 
tive of moisture. Lime is needed for 
full development, and most soils con- 
tarn enough of this element of plant 
food. They should also be preceded by 
a crop which required clean cultivation, 
such as cotton or pototoes, as the soil 
will then be, in a measure, free from j 
weed and grass seeds. Commercial fer- , 
tilizers are better than animal manures 
as they contain no hurtful seeds. Use 
2.000 pounds per acre of a fertilizer run- I 
ning about 6 per cent available phos- I 
Phone acid, 7 per cent potash, and 4 per j 
cent nitrogen. Broadcast 1,500 pounds I 
of this and apply 500 pounds in the i 
drill. Plant the sees as early as possi- ' 
ble in the spring in rows 18 inches to 2 I 
feet wide, aud 6 to 8 inches in the row ' 
Sets do best-growing larger aud reach- 
ing maturity much sooner-if p i anted 
about the middle of September in this 
state. A moist low laud suits celery 
best, though it can be grown success- 
fully wherever it can be watered when 
necessary. Manure the ground very 
heavily in the spring for onions, cab- 
bages, beets or any other early crop- 
and as soon as the first crop is taken off, 
plow or spade the ground deeply, pul- 
venzing it thoroughly to receive the 
oelery plants. The seed should be sown ' 
towards the last of March in good soil, in ' 
drills 12 inches apart.

Answer. -Your animal is doubtless 
suffering from what is called bone 
spavin, which is an enlargement of the 
hock joints, caused by a growth of bony 
matter. Strains at hard work will 
sometimes produce it, or anything that 
causes the weight to bo thrown prin- 
cipally upon the inner splint bone, pro- 
ducing inflammation of the cartileges 
and thus inducing a bony deposit. There 
is always some lameness and pain while 
spavin is forming, while both are some- 
I times diminished after the bony process 
| is completed. When treated properly 
j in the first stages, this, the most serious 
| spavin with which a horse can be 
I affected, is frequently cured, but no 
j cure is possible after much bony forma- 
■ tion has taken place. In the case of 
your animal no treatment will avail 
, anything, the case being of too long 
! standing. Should you have another 
| case treat as follows: Turn the animal 
on grass if possible and keep the bowels 
from becoming constipated. Take of 
mercurial ointment, 4 ounces; powdered 
cantharides, % ounce; oil of rosemary, 
2 drachms. Mix well together and an! 
ply to the spavin daily, first bathing in 
cold water until the inflammation is re- 
duced. If too much irritation is pro . 
duced, stop the treatment for a while 
and renew it again if necessary. Kub- 
bing with oleate of mercury daily for 
several days is also recommended Still 
another counter-irritant or blister may 
be made by mixing 1 ounce of pulver 
ized cantharides with 4 ounces of lard 
Out off the hair and rub in well for 10 
or 15 minutes. One application will 
generally be sufficient to produce the

one hand, press the loosened earth 
around the stalk with the other, follow- 
ing with the hoe and drawing up more 
earth about the plants. As fast as the 
plants grow continue drawing the earth 
to them until the time comes for bleach- 
mg, from first to middle of October. 
To do this, commence about a foot from 
the plants, and with a spade throw up 
a bank or earth, covering all the celery 
except a few inches of the longest leaves. 
In a few weeks it will be bleached and 
ready for use. Should the ground be- 
come dry at any time during the growth 
of the plants they must be well watered. 
Sweet potatoes do best in a soil some- 
what sandy. Break the land thoroughly 
and moderately deep. Lay off rows ZK l 
feet apart and apply i n the opening ! 
furrow 500 pounds to the acre of a f er . ! 
tilizer containing 7 per ceut available 
phosphoric acid, 9 per cent potash and j 
4 per cent nitrogen. Then run a scooter 
in bottom of furrow to mix the manure 
with the dirt, after which bed and 
plant, placing the slips 15 inches apart ' 
in the row. Cultivate on a level, stir- 
ing the ground frequently. —State Ag- 
ricultural Department. 

Watermelon and S WO et Potato Culture. ! 
QuES-no.v.-Will watermelons make ! 
011 land after sweet potatoes, or potatoes ! 
after watermelons? Is cottonseed meal 
and acid phosphate a good fertilizer for ! 
cotton, and if so in what proportions? 

Answer. — Watermelons and sweet 
potatoes are both large consumers of 
potash, and for that reason only they 
do not follow each other veil, unless a 
fertilizer is used containing a large per- 
centage of potash. Therefore, in fol- 
lowing either of these crops with the 
other, you should use a fertilizer carry- 
ing ti to 8 per cent phosphoric acid, 2 to 
3 percent ammonia and 8 to 10 per 
cent potash. 

The vineless yam produces well, is a 
good potato for eating, matures early, 
but is not a good keeper. In the contest ' 
for the one hundred dollar premium, I 
offered by the Atlanta Weekly Oonsti- I 
tution for the largest yield of sweet po- 
tatoes from one acre of land, a farmer 
in South Carolina won the prize by rais- 
ing over 500 bushels to the acre. He 
planted the vineless yam. Cottonseed 
meal and ticid phosphate do not consti- 
tute a complete fertilizer for cotton. 
There is lacking tho very essential in- 
gredient, potash. A .good fertilizer for 
cotton should contain from 8 to 10 per 
cent available phosphoric acid, 2 to 3 
per cent ammonia and 2 to 4 per cent of 
potash. To get such a fertilizer mix 
1,000 pounds high grade acid phosohate, 
000 pounds eolf onseed moal and 400 I 
pounds kaiuit -State Agricultural D«. ' 
partmeut.
